TAKING DOG CENSUS 


State- Wide Sarvey r*rnntrat«n7 to Is- 


awaace of Xetr Dos; Ucenae* Sow 
Under Way — LtocWM lamed Be- 


The state-wide doc census for the 


year !»*« to now under way In prep- 
aration for th* Issuing of new dog li- 
censes, which date from July 1. Li- 
censes will be iasued beginning on that 
date In Oneonta at th* office of th* 
City Clerk, and In other communities 
of the stat* by clerks of the various 
jurisdiction*. Every dog must have a 
license, whether the animal b* lUted 
in the police or assessor's census, the 
fees being $t.2S for a male or spaded 
female, and IB. IB for females. 


Every dog In New York state must 


wear a tag of the current license year, 
the fact that a dot to without a tag 
being presumptive evidence that the 


nlmal is unlicensed, and no action 


can be maintained for the injury or 
destruction of a dot; not wearing a 
ta*. 


Any owner of a dog who fail* to 


take out the license incurs a penalty of 
J10 and costs. Those who owned dogs 
last year, but who do not own one now, 
are urged to Inform the village, town, 
or city clerk of th* fact.
